The death of Republican National 
Committeeman A. T. Hert was the 

•chief topic of political conversation 
this week and his reign as leader 
of the Kpntiicky Republicans was 
reviewed many times, and also as 
to what effect his death would have 
on the Republican party in this 
State. All agree that Hert waa aole 
•nd undisputed boss of Kentucky 
R«pnblicans; but all wll! not agree 
with these who claim he displayed 
marked ability as a politiral strat- 
egist and manascr. Tn political 
maneuverlnfrs it was Horl's wealth 
that asserlfMl Itself, not political 
ability, and without that wea'.th 
and corporation boodle Hen woiild 
never have risen from the ranks? 
By no stretch of the Imagination 
can cue compare his political record 
to that of men like the late Col. 
John H. Whalleto or Gov William 
Ooebel. TJiese men had a loyal 
personal following that stood by 
them in political conventions, pri- 
maries or elections, regardless of 
the money Involved, while Hert's 
followers came from that class who 
follow a campaign barrel Just like 
iii.~ are attracted to a molasses 
barrel. Hert never obtained polit- 
ical notice or reropnition until he 
had amassed a fortune, while Gov. 
Oobel and Col. Whalen were recog- 
nized political powers from their 
early youth and when they had ao 
financial backing. ' 

There is no denying that the 
grief of the local and State Repub- 
licans over Hurt's death is sincere, 
Mr. Hert had few sincere friends in 
the .Republican organisation, his 
followers being composed mostly of 
ex-Democrats holding office under 
the present JUflMtftUtratian. t]u^.&i|:., 
publicans who wanted a ftnaoclal 
angel and then all the little fish 
Republicans, black and white, who 
trailed liunerily after the money 
doled out from the Hert coffers. To 
this claps Hert's death comes as a 
blow and witii the king dead the 
scramble is on for prestige among 
some while others are looking tor a 
loophole to sneak into the Demo- 
cratic party.

The Washington representative of 
the Aaaociated Press reported Sat- 
urday that Donal OX3alIaghan, Lord 
.Mayor of Cork, who came here six 
months ago as a stowaway to testify 
before the commission of the Coqi- 
mlttee of One Hundray Investigating 
the Irish question, is believed by 
qthclals of the Department of Labor 
to haVe returned to Iredand. The 
Lord Mayor was given clas>.i(lcation 
In this country as a spaman and al- 
lowed until midnight Monday to 
leave the United States. IS. J. Hen- 
ning. Assistant Secretary of Labor, 
said that the department had "every 
reason to believe that before the 
time limit allowed CCallaghan to 
leave he will have shipped aboard 
another ship. As a matter of fact," 
said Henning, "we be'Ieve that he 
la already safely back in Ireland, al- 
thouph we have no ofllcial informa- 
tion to that effect. His iiitorneys 
assured us that he would leave the 
country accordinp to the lulinp of 
the Secretary. The last that I have 
lieard of li in was through news- 
paper reports that he was In Chl- 
eago April 8." Pointing out that 
friends of the Lord Mayor claimed 
that there was a probability that 
British authorities might undertake 
tn arrest him on his return voyage. 
Henninp said It was po.ssIbIe that 
some officials friendly to O'Cal- 
laghan had held up the report of 
his departure. H^ explained that 
this would not be a breach of reg- 
ulations as there was no require- 
ment that his departure be reported 
Immediately,

A'.l were elected members 
of Dail Kirennn. the Congress ot the 
Irish Republic, regardless of the 
fact that they are deprived of active 
participation in tlie Republican af- 
fairs by being kept in Jail, and 
some were also elected to the North- 
ern Parliament, which however, 
they will not attend. 

Included In the successful candi- 
ihii.s either held in iails without 
4riul or who are serving penal sen- 
tences for their political aotivltles Is 
Arthur Orlfflth, 'Vice President of 
il.- Irith Republic. He has been 
held in Mountjoy Jail, Dublin, since 
last November without trial and 
without having a charge made 
against him. Sean MacSwlney, 
brother ot the late Lord Mayor Ter- 
rence Mao^wlney, was elected from 
Cork counjy. He recently escaped 
from Spllfe Island prison, Cork 
harbor, where he waa serving a fif- 
teen year eentencs for being a 
member / of the Irish Rapubllcaa 
army, Itobert Banton, irilo was an 
ofllcer In the English amy lai the 
waf and w^o Is In aa Bagiish 
Ison at present, also was eleeted. 
Seven women who have been 
prominently Identified with the Irish 
Republican movement were eleeted 
to Dail Bireann. Among them are 
Miss Mary MacSwiney, sister of the 
late ILord Mayor of Cork, and who 
Is at present in America on a speak- 
ing tour; Mrs. Katherine O'Cal- 
laghan, whose husband, Michael 
O'Callaghan, ex-<Mayor of Limerick, 
was murdered by Black aad Tans 
m his home in March; Urs. Pesrse, 
mother of Padralc Pearse, first 
President of the Irish Republic; 
Mrs. T, Clarke, whose husband was 
executed by the Eng.lsh crown 
forces: Dr. Ada K. English, who 
Is serving nine moaths for having 
Sinn Peia literature in her posses- 
sion; the Ooaatess Markievics, who 
Is serriaff two years for organising 
the National Boy Scouts, and Miss 
Blifdgbtd Dooly of Waterford. 

l^A Mayor Donal O'Callaghan, 
of Cork, also was elected to Dail 
Bireann, which gives the youthful 
Irish leader the unusaul distinction 
of holding three Important exec- 
utive positions at one time. Tn ad- 
dltloa to being Chief Executive ot 
Cory dty be is Chairman ot the 



Cork County Council, and now be- 
comes a member of Dal! Elreann. 
It is said that no other Lord Mayor 
ot Cork has ever held the position 
of Chairman of the Cork County 
Council at the .same time.

THE OVKS SHOP. 



The hostility of capital to labor 
and labor toward e%pital is every 
day becoming more acoeatnated. It 
almost seems impoaslble to devise 
any means, practical or otherwise, 
by which these two eseential factors 
in the Industrial life of the country 
can be brought into amicable aad 
harmonious relationship. The atti- 
tude of many employers towards 
their enip.oyes Is characterized in 
the Bulletin of the Bureau ot In- 
dustrial Research as a "drive to de- 
stroy the unions." The so-called 
"open shop" policy is riinidly d.?- 
nounced by many manufacturers as 
"a deceitful and circuitous method," 
with which they could have no sym- 
pathy. The committee oa ladastrial 
Relatloils ot the Merchants' Asso- 
ciation ot New York, comprising 
such men as E, K. Hall, Vice Presi- 
dent of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company: Walter G, 
Teagle, President of the Standard 
Oil Company ot New Jersey, and 
Gerand M. Dahl. \';cp Prpsi(lont of 
the Chase National Bank, recently 
issued a report which said tliat the 
establishment of the "di^en slinp" 
should not in any way aftecl the 
employe's right to Join or act to 
join a labor union. 

It mast be remembered that it is 
not so much the right to alHllate 
with the union that organized labor 
demands as the right to collective 
bargaining. This right organized 
capital will not concede. Yet It Is 
almost impossIb> for the Individual 
worklngman to obtain a Just re- 
muneration for labor If he Is forced 
to bargain for wages with a pow- 
erful capitalistic combine. It would 
1)0 preferable that the man doing 
the work, and the man tor whom 
the work Is done, should personally 
agree upon the conditions under 
which service is to be rendered and 
compensated. That la not possible 
or feasible in the industrial world 
today. Uatortnnately the personal 
Intimacy between employer and em- 
ploye Is a thing of the past. This 
condition being largely due to men 
of the McCone stripe, who are liars 
and enemies of both the working- 
man and his employer. 

As we have often said before the 
only solution of the dlfllcuities will 
bp found is that offered by the 
Catholic Church, as so clearly In- 
dicated by the great Pope Leo XIII. 
in his immortal Encyclical on Labor 
"R«rum Novarum,"- The humane 
and Just epirit which shotfid dom- 
inate the attitude and actions of 
both capital and labor are clearly 
Cprtli In this document which 
W expfelsToiT ortTie attftude-tfT 
la'Oathollc Church on the subject.

Vita! Points — ConsoIidatJoa or Conw 
pensation? 

Much condemnation has been 
meted out to the Home Telephone 
Company for its rate increase. It is 
but natural that they should desire 
a living profit out of their concern, 
and on tbe other hand, it is also 
natural that the subscribers should 
ba'.k at this particular time against 
a raise oL any kind. Much talk has 
been heard regarding a proposed 
merger of the Cumberland and 
Home Companies, but so far this 
ha.^t been merely talk. 

Before merging the two com- 
panies. It would be well to look a 
little further and deeper into the 
situation, and not come to hasty 
and probably illogical conclusions 
from snap jiKlgment. A merger of 
the two companies sounds wel'. : it 
eems a solution to a vexatious 
ijroblem, and while it has many 
i;ood points, it is only fitting and 
i)roper that the bad features be 
ommented on. 

To merge the two companies 
would mean primarily a raise in 
lates. IB other words, in order to 
:>e able to reach anyone in the city 
• ho has a telephone, would cost 
>arh' subscriber more. This seems, 
and in fact, is logical. 

To most, this would seem proper; 
\>u\ !iow alxnii those who, from a 
standpoint of necessity, must have 
more than one teleiihono. Instead 
of having the two 'phones, with the 
difference in rates, there would be 
two phones, both at a higher rate 
than either of the two were before. 
Of eourse, snch subscribers are in 
the minority, bnt neTertheless. they 
comprise many of the largest bouses 
in the city, and every phase should 
be con.-iidered before entering into 
a thing where there is the slightest 
possibility of harming the preseat 
or futiir» of Louisville. 

Another matter for vital and deep 
consideration is the service, and 
what effect one telephone company 
In the city would have upon it. 

Competition causes better service 
Io be had. Of this there is and can 
be no doubt. It baa often been 
demonstrated what a "comer" in 
anything does to price, and also the 
independent attitude that any man 
or concern will have when they 
have "cornered" a certain item, par- 
ticularly on indispenslble utility. 
Kg It would be well to consider a 
tnerper from the standpoint of 
service. 

On the other hand. it would 
doubtless mean a heavy loss to one 
or iioRsibly both companies insofar 
AS switchboards and labor tnraoTer 
is concerned. 

The good and feasible points in 
consolidation of the two companies 
are well known, bnt It would be 
well to consider the other side be- 
fore planging headlong Into this 
merger, and while a merger would 
he doubtless a spleBdtd thlag. the 
matter should be looked Into from 

ail angles.

Disiiatehes last week told us that 
Lloyd George intended to flood Ire- 
land with British troops in order to 
crush quickly the Irish republican 
forces. There is a significant rea- 
son given, however, for the delay in 
this programme. It Is (he strike 
situation in .Bngland Itaelt which 
will not permit of any considerable 
withdrawal of troops at this time. 
So the "flooding" is postponed to a 
more favorable period and an empty 
I In "at is all that the bows Item eoB- 
veys. 

i^iiiie apart from the situation In 
Ensland — which is much more seri- 
ous than most .•Vmerican readers of 
i,ur <laily papers are aware — "flood- 
iiu • Ireland with British troops will 
not bring a settlement of the Irish 
question. Ireland may be overrun 
by British soldiers, but that will 
not bring the Irish people to love 
British rule. Passive resistance can 
thwart the efforts of the military — 
5ust as it has thwarted tactic? of the 
nresent "Black and Tan" regime. 
.\nd passive resistance can be con- 
tinued indefinitely. Sooner or later 
English statesmen will have to deal 
with the situation in Ireland on 
other than military grounds. 

The trouble with Lloyd George 
and his supporters is that they have 
absorbed tbe Prussian love of im- 
perialism and miliurism — which 
they so rooBdly doBoaneed only a 
short time ago. They are themselves 
using the methods which so roused 
the indignation of the world when 
employed in Belgium by the forces 
of the Kaiser. Only they have gone 
much farther than any other nation 
in inflicting atrocities on a people 
striving for legitimate independence. 
For this the wor'.d will call England 
to account before the bar of public 
opinion. Militarism can crush, but 
It can never Justify. That Is the 
reason why Lloyd George's plan 
must fall.
